TRUSTEES OF THE TOWN LIBRARY; 


The Trustees respectfully report that the number of vol- — 


umes now on the catalogue is 5,794. This number, however, 
does not accurately represent the actual size of the library, 
inasmuch as many volumes are worn out and a few have been 
lost. It is desirable that the worn out books be replaced 
during the coming year, as the fact of their condition dem- 
onstrates the demand for them. 

No addition has been made during the year, because the 
money available for books has not been sufficient to warrant 
it. 

The financial statement herein shows that a balance of 
the refunded dog tax is in the hands of the Town Treasurer. 
As by law this tax is to be used either for schools or for the 
library, and as by the vote of the town it was appropri- 
ated for the library, it would seem that the Treasurer must 
hold this unexpended balance for library purposes. If this 
view is correct, then there is now available for the purchase 
of books the sum of $209.68, and if the town will vote an 
appropriation of $200 and the refunded dog tax for the year 
1889, the trustees will then be able to make a considerable — 
addition of new books, replace the worn out ones and rebind 
many that may thus be saved. 

From the books of the Librarian it appears that three hun- 
dred and eighty-eight persons have taken from the library 
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during the year eight thousand nine hundred and eighty-one 
volumes.
